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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
CLOWNE  RUI^AL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  1950. 

The  most  serious  matters  requiring  attention  are  the 
abatement  of  overcrowding  and  the  re-housing  of  families 
living  in  rooms,  which  apart  from  contributing  to  illness,  are  a 
continuous  cause  of  unhappiness. 

One  of  the  worst  colliery  disasters  occurring  in  this 
country  took  place  at  Creswell  pit  on  September  26th,  when 
80  men  lost  their  lives.  It  was  a terrible  tragedy  and  a shock 
to  the  whole  district. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  interest  and  support,  and  also  the 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Social  conditions  are  mainly  industrial,  the  chief  occu- 
pations of  the  inhabitants  being  coal  mining  and  agriculture. 

Scabies.  After  presenting  a very  real  problem  during  the  war 
years,  due  to  overcrowding  and  the  movement  of  the  population, 
this  disease  appears  to  have  ceased  to  be  a matter  of  serious 
concern  in  this  district.  Only  five  cases  have  had  to  be  treated 
at  the  Poolsbrook  Centre,  one  adult  and  four  children 

Verminous  Heads.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  send 
any  children  to  the  Hostel  for  treatment.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  first  year  of  life  the 
principal  cause  of  death  is  congenital  malformation,  biith  injuries 
and  prematurity.  In  children  of  school  age  5 to  14  yrs.,  accidents 
are  the  highest  cause  of  death,  those  in  the  home  being  slightl}^ 
more  common  than  those  on  the  road.  Between  the  age  of  15 
and  44  pulmonary  tuberculosis  seems  to  claim  the  most  and  from 
45  to  64  years  cancer  and  heart  disease  stand  at  the  top  of  the  list. 

The  Infantile  death-rate  of  26.3  compares  favourably  with 
that  of  Er  gland  and  Wales  which  is  29.8.  Seven  of  the  nine 
babies  in  this  area  died  within  the  first  four  weeks. 

There  were  32  deaths  from  cancer  (stomach  9,  lungs  4,  etc.). 
The  Medical  Research  Council  in  an  investigation  lasting  two 
years  found  strong  evidence  that  heavy  smoking  is  at  least  respon- 
sible for  the  increase  in  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  in  this 
country.  Apparentl}'  pipe  smokers  do  not  run  so  great  a risk. 

Comparing  1950  to  a century  ago,  the  population  of  England 
and  Wales  has  more  than  doubled  and  the  death-rate  is  less  than 
half.  Typhus  fever  and  cholera  have  disappeared  entirely  and 
smallpox  virtually  so.  As  causes  of  death,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria 
and  typhoid  are  becoming  rare,  and  measles  and  whooping  cough 
are  much  less  virulent.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water. 

The  Clowne  Rural  District  supply  has  a hardness  of  18  per 
cent,  but  is  good  in  quality.  Owing  10  the  erection  of  new  houses, 
the  Council  had  some  difficulty  in  maintaining  an  adequate  supply 
of  water,  as  Mauton  Colliery  were  unwilling  to  allow  any  funher 
supplies.  Both  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health  endorsed  their  refusal. 
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The  Council  had  to  approach  the  Chesterfield  and  Bolsover 
Water  Board,  who  were  very  helpful  and  suggested  a merger 
between  the  two  supplies.  This  has  now  been  done  with  benefit 
to  both  parties  although,  of  course,  it  is  a fact  that  the  Chesterfield 
and  Bolsover  Water  Board  have  not  an  unlimited  supply  at 
present.  They,  themselves,  draw  water  from  the  Meden  Valley 
Water  Company,  so  that  in  a dry  summer  the  position  might 
become  difficult.

URGENT  SANITARY  REQUIREMENTS

HOUSING 

During  the  year  40  houses  were  completed  and  let  by  the 
Council  and  4 houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  for  owner 
occupation.

At  the  end  of  the  year  56  houses  and  44  bungalows  were  being 
built,  and  tenders  for  the  erection  of  a further  20  and  8 bungalows 
were  let.

INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES 

No  offer  has  been  made  by  the  owner  of  the  seven  houses  in 
Fieldings  Row,  Creswell,  represented  to  the  Council  in  1947,  to 
render  them  fit  for  human  habitation. 

The  Council  have  decided,  owing  to  the  damp  and  insanitary 
conditions  of  the  Southgate  Camp,  that  the  huts  when  they  become 
vacant  should  not  be  re-let.  At  the  end  of  last  year  thirteen  huts 
were  occupied. 

In  addition,  two  Bevin  huts  at  Creswell  were  demolished 
owing  to  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  walls  and  floors.

Ice  Cream.

Scarlet  Fever. 

176  cases  were  notified  compared  witn  124  in  1949. 

The  outbreak,  which  was  mild  in  character,  commenced  in 
Creswell  during  the  Autumn  of  1949  and  continued  into  tliis  year. 
The  three  parishes  of  Clowne.  Creswell  and  Whitwell  were  all 
affected. 

165  patients  were  removed  to  hospital.  There  we  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  occurred.  This  is  due  to  the  efforts  made  to  im- 
munise children  in  the  area.  School  children  are  immunised  by 
the  County  School  doctors  and  infants  by  either  their  own  doctor 
or  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

In  order  to  prevent  any  danger  of  contracting  diphtheria  it  is 
recommended  that  children  be  immunised  at  i,  5 and  ii  years  of 
age.  During  the  year  127  toddlers  and  18  school  children  had 
primary  injections. 

Poliomyelitis. 

2 cases  were  notified  and  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  bo'h. 
They  were  of  the  paralytic  type. 

One  case  was  a girl  of  16  years  living  in  Bakestone  Moor. 
She  had  been  on  holiday  to  a camp  in  Wales,  had  come  liome 
acutely  ill  and  died  before  she  could  be  removed  to  hospital.  The 
infection  had  obviously  been  contracted  in  Wales. 

The  second  case  was  a girl  of  5 years  living  in  Clowne.  She 
had  not  been  out  of  the  village  and  there  was  no  apparent  connec- 
tion with  the  Bakestone  Moor  case  which  occurred  the  month 
previous. 

Neither  of  these  girls  had  been  immunised  nor  had  they  had 
an  operation  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  during  the  twelve  months 
prior  to  the  attack. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Gough. 

Both  these  diseases  were  prevalent.  412  cases  of  Measles  and 
91  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths. 
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Gastro-Enteritis. 

One  notification  was  received.  He  was  a 
living  at  Hodthorpe  and  had  been  fed  on  National  dried  milk  but 
had  eaten  custard  prior  to  the  attack.  The  boy  was  admitted  into 
hospital,  where  he  died  four  days  later.  No  organism  was  isolated 
and  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  any  of  the  custard  for  analysis. 

Dysentery. 

Two  children,  twins,  living  in  West  Lea  Cottages,  Clowne, 
were  notified  as  suffering  from  Sonne  Dysentery.  The  sanitary 
arrangements  for  these  cottages  are  most  unsatisfactory  and  a 
nuisance. 

Both  children,  aged  years,  were  delicate,  premature  babies, 
weighing  3lbs.  at  birth.  They  gave  a history  of  having  eaten  ice 
cream.  The  house  was  not  overcrowded.

The  phthisis  death-rate  is  .20  per  1000  of  the  population. 

In  this  district  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has  decreased 
since  1947,  but  the  death-rate  (apart  from  1949  when  it  increased 
slightly)  has  remained  stationary. 
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The  commonest  causes  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  (a)  over- 
crowding and  (b)  deficiency  of  fat  and  protein  in  the  diet  (mal- 
nutrition). 

The  commonest  cause  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  the 
drinking  of  tuberculous  milk.

II.  HOUSING 

General 

During  the  year  40  houses  were  completed  and  let  by  the  Coun- 
cil and  4 houses  built  by  private  enterprise  for  owner  occupation. 

At  the  end  of  December,  56  Council  houses  and  44  Council 
bungalows  were  in  course  of  construction  and  tenders  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a further  20  houses  and  8 bungalows  were  let. 
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The  number  of  dwellings  occupied  at  Southgate  Hutted  Camp 
was  13  in  December.  The  Council  resolved  that  the  camp  should 
gradually  close  as  the  huts  became  vacant. 

The  number  of  dwellings  occupied  at  the  Bevin  Hostel  was 
87  in  December  and  two  were  demolished  during  the  year  because 
of  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  walls  and  floors. 


Council  Houses 

The  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  in  December 
was  1102  and  97  temporary  dwellings  were  under  the  control  of  the 
Council. 

Consequent  upon  my  condition  survey  of  October,  1949,  78 
houses  were  completely  overhauled  externally  and  163  were  painted

2,445  repairs  were  carried  out  to  Council  houses  during  the 
year  consequent  upon  complaints. 


Privately  Owned  Houses 

The  summary  and  analysis  of  work  done  to  privately  owned 
houses  IS  reported  in  Apendix  A of  my  report.  This  indicates  that 
despite  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  necessary  labour  and  mater- 
ials and  the  adverse  economic  conditions  which  were  prevailing, 
the  private  owner  generally  is  keeping  his  property  in  a reasonable 
state  of  repair.  Evidence  exists  that  professional  and  technical 
bodies  were  advocating  an  increase  in  the  rents  of  privately  owned 
houses  to  cover  the  increased  cost  of  repairs. 


No  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  in  respect  of  statutory 
notices  served  during  the  year.

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III.  WATER  SUPPLIES 
Council  Water  Supply 

The  purity  of  the  water  supplies  in  the  Clowne  Rural  District 
continues  to  give  every  satisfaction. 

As  in  previous  years  the  water  undertaking  continued  to  give 
anxiety  to  the  Council.  The  continued  vigorous  drive  for  more 
houses  and  the  consequent  mains  extensions  with  the  expansion  of 
the  District  strained  the  water  resources  to  their  utmost. 

In  view  of  the  gravity  of  the  report  brought  to  the  Council  in 
May,  of  the  refusal  of  the  Ministries  of  Health,  and  Fuel  and  Power 
for  an  increased  water  supply  from  Manton,  the  Council  resolved 
to  secure  a water  supply  from  another  source  and  in  the  meantime 
to  secure  a short  term  supply  by  making  full  use  of  the  existing 
arrangements  by  pumping  via  the  bye  pass  at  Sparken  Hill 
reservoir. 

This  was  only  possible  by  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  officials 
of  the  National  (^oal  Board  who  agreed  to  supply  all  the  water 
required  until  other  arrangements  could  be  made. 

Later  in  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  approach  the  Chester- 
field and  Bolsover  Water  Board  for  a supply  of  water  to  be  brought 
into  the  district  via  Mansfield  Road,  Clowne,  where  the  present 
areas  of  supply  adjoin.  This  was  readily  agreed  to  and  the  Board 
further  suggested  that  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  would 
prefer  to  see  a closer  link  between  the  Board  and  this  Authority 
in  the  matter  of  water  supply  and  if  the  Council  was  interested  in 
pursuing  this,  some  merger  of  water  interests  should  take  place. 
This  suggestion  was  considered  at  a Meeting  of  the  Council  and  it 
was  decided  that  the  interests  of  the  community  would  be  best 
served  by  a complete  merger  of  your  Council’s  Water  Undertaking 
with  the  Chesterfield  and  Bolsover  Water  Board. 

New  mains  and  incidental  works  have  been  completed  to  ser. 
vice  40  new  houses  on  the  housing  sites  in  each  of  the  Parishes. 

Water  connections  to  the  mains  have  been  made  to  the  follow- 
ing groups  of  premises.

The  supply  of  water  to  Creswell,  Belph  and  Steetley  by  private 
water  undertakings  continues  to  give  satisfaction. 

IV.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

PARISH  OF  CLOWNE. 

Hollin  Hill  Sewage  Works 

With  the  completion  and  occupation  of  more  houses  in  the 
Parish  of  Clowne,  the  Hollin  Hill  Sewage  Disposal  Plant  is  reach- 
ing its  full  working  capacity.  Samples  of  the  effluent  have  been 
found  to  be  satisfactory  but  the  filter  beds  in  storm  time  are  con- 
tinually being  charged,  and  the  storm  water  tanks  are  discharging 
diluted  crude  sewage  into  the  stream  more  frequently  than  the 
plant  was  originally  designed  for.  The  attention  of  the  Council 
was  drawn  to  this  with  a view  to  providing  increased  disposal 
facilities. 

South  West  Drainage 

The  South  west  drainage  area  is  still  served  by  the  out  of  date 
disposal  plants  at  West  Lea,  John  Street  and  Cookhouse. 

These  plants  deal  mainly  with  sink  wastes.  The  new  scheme 
for  combining  these  plants  is  in  hand. 

PARISH  OF  CRESWELL 

The  whole  of  Creswell  sewage  falls  to  the  out  of  date  Henny- 
moor  Sewage  Works. 

The  Scheme  for  the  installation  of  a new  disposal  plant  is  far 
advanced. 

1 recommended  the  installation  of  a mechanical  sludge  lift 
pump  to  be  installed  to  extract  sludge  and  do  the  duty  of  the 
existing  dilapidated  hand  chain  lift  pump.  Provision  was  to  be 
made  for  the  purchase  of  a petrol  driven  diaphram  pump  in  the 
ensuing  year. 

PARISH  OF  WHITWELL. 

Whitwell  Sewage  Works 

These  modernised  works  continue  to  give  satisfactory  results. 
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In  September  1 had  to  report  that  the  Whitwell  Colliery  Tip 
had  collaj)sed  and  spread  in  a westerly  direction  over  the  adjoining 
lootpath  and  into  the  stream  which  received  the  effluent  from  tlie 
Whitwell  Sewage  Works.  The  effect  of  this  was  to  raise  the  level 
of  the  stream.  Immediate  representation  was  made  to  the  Colliery 
Management  and  a temporary  diversion  of  the  stream  was  carried 
out.  Later  in  the  year  plans  were  prepared  for  permanently  cul- 
verting  the  stream. 

Hodthorpe  Sewage  Works 

The  Hodthorpe  Sewage  Works  are  showing  signs  of  overload- 
ing This  plant  must  be  modified  at  some  near  future  date  as  the 
present  effluent  is  not  satisfactory. 

Whitwell  Common  Drainage 

This  small  disposal  plant  treats  the  drainage  from  sink  wastes 
only  and  is  working  satisfactorily.  Repairs  to  these  Works  are  to 
be  carried  out  next  year. 

PARISH  OF  BARLBOROUGH 

Barlborough  Drainage 

The  greater  part  of  the  populated  area  of  Barlborough  is  drain- 
ed into  the  disposal  plant  on  the  south-east  side  of  Chesterfield  Rd. 

This  plant  is  in  a poor  state  of  repair  and  serious  consideration 
must  be  given  in  the  immediate  future  for  its  modernisation  and 
repair. 

Barbers  Row  Drainage 

This  plant  deals  with  sink  wastes  and  two  water  closets.  It  is 
in  a bad  state  of  repair  and  provision  is  to  be  made  for  this  to  be 
overhauled  next  year 

Wood  Lane  Drainage 

This  plant  deals  with  sink  wastes  and  one  water  closet.  In 
October  I had  to  report  that  these  works  had  subsided  into  mine 
workings  underneath.  Approach  was  made  to  the  owner  of  the 
workings  and  he  agreed  to  make  good  the  damage. 

GENERAL 

Flooding  in  Creswell  and  Whitwell  continues  to  give  anxiety 
In  Creswell  the  Council  and  the  County  Council  agreed  upon  a 
scheme  whereby  certain  lengths  of  the  proposed  sewers  of  the  new 
sewage  scheme  should  be  laid  as  a short  term  measure  of  disposing 
of  the  surface  water  in  time  of  storm. 

In  Whitwell  it  was  decided  to  deal  with  the  flooding  and  the 
set  vicing  of  the  Station  Road  housing  site  as  one  scheme. 

1 he  sewering  of  each  of  the  Council  s new  housing  estates 
progresses  with  their  general  development. 
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V.  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

Cleansing 

The  cleansing  of  the  district  comprises  the  emptying  of  dust- 
bins, the  removal,  emptying  and  disposal  of  the  contents  of  pail 
closets,  the  removal  of  the  contents  of  privy  middens  with  the 
cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  the  compartments,  and  the  emptying  of 
cesspools. 

These  services  make  the  most  important  contribution  to  the 
general  health  of  the  community  and  they  have  not  been  carried  out 
without  difficulty.  The  mining,  building  and  agricultural  industries 
in  the  district  are  unfortunately  more  attractive  to  labour  than 
Council  work  which  consists  of  the  unpleasant  but  necessary  tasks 
enumerated  above. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Steetley  was  rapidly  becoming  filled 
in  and  steps  were  taken  to  secure  tipping  accommodation  at  Morris’ 
Quarry  in  Creswell.  At  the  same  time  arrangements  were  made  to 
secure  the  use  of  VVhitwell  Quarry  for  future  tipping.

Salvage 

I regret  to  have  to  report  again  this  year  a drop  in  the  value  of 
salvage  collected.  This  was  due  to  the  lack  of  public  interest  in  the 
salvage  of  waste  paper  Interest,  however,  was  again  stimulated  by 
the  unstable  economic  situation  brought  about  by  international 
affairs.  This  time  Councils  were  induced  to  collect  waste  paper  by 
the  Board  Mills  and  the  waste  paper  trade. 

The  Council  very  wisely  did  not  discontinue  the  collection  of 
waste  paper  as  many  authorities  did.  with  the  result  that  it  was  not 
difficult  to  resume  the  systematic  collection  as  hitherto.  I am  there- 
fore able  to  forecast  with  confidence  that  my  next  Annual  Report 
will  show  a marked  increase  in  the  value  of  salvage  collected,

VIII.  INFECTION  AND  DISINFECTION 

Routine  enquiries  were  made  into  175  cases  of  notifiable  in- 
fectious sickness  and  186  visits  were  made  in  consequence  of 
notification.  The  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  in  the  district  as  shown  in  my  last  report  was  continued  into 
the  month  of  March,  when  the  reported  cases  fell  sharply  by  half 
and  then  down  to  normal  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Disinfection  of  houses  and  classrooms  after  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
in  the  various  schools,  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

IX.  RODENT  CONTROL 

Whilst  the  incidence  of  rat  infestation  is  not  known  to  be  high 
in  the  district,  infestations  have  been  found  from  time  to  time 
whilst  investigating  complaints.  It  is  now  incumbent  upon  a local 
authority  to  take  necessary  steps  to  ascertain  the  sources  of  infesta- 
tion in  its  district,  and  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  your  Council 
should  employ  a full-time  man  on  the  systematic  inspection  of  the 
district.

One  sample  of  ice  cream  was  submitted  to  the  County  Analyist 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  this  was  classified  as  Provisional 
Grade  1. 

Dairies 

There  has  been  no  new  registration  of  dairies  during  the  year. 
With  discussions  and  the  splendid  co  operation  of  the  dairymen  in 
the  area  we  have  been  able  to  effect  an  almost  complete  bottled  milk 
supply  in  the  district. 

One  sample  of  raw  milk  has  been  submitted  for  biological 
examination  and  this  was  found  to  be  positive  B.Coli.  The  dealer 
concerned  re:ailed  his  milk  from  a farm  outside  the  district  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district  concerned  was  notified. 

XII.  WORKPLACES
